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THE QUESTION OF CREDIT. 


There is no body of business men in the 


charge of credits in mercantile concerns. The 
very nature of their business brings them into 
touch with almost everything that is strong 
and weak in human nature, and it is, there- 
fore, entirely within the order of things that 
they should possess the attributes named and 
be prepared for every emergency that arises 
or may arise within the purview of their du- 
ties. 


We regard it as also eminently proper that 
credit men, either individually or collectively, 
should do everything they possibly can to 
minimize the risks incidental to the giving of 
eredit. It was for the formulation of such 
propaganda, we take it, that the National 
Credit Men’s Association came into existence. 
This organization beyond doubt has done an 
immense amount of good since it came into 
existence and has given out such an amount 
of useful data to its members covering a va- 
riety of experiences, methods, systems, etc., 
that its usefulness to the commercial world is 
clearly proven and beyond question. 


Of late the organization, in the fulfilment of 
its missionary policy, has endeavored to ob- 
tain the co-operation of clergymen by asking 
the latter to speak occasionally from their pul- 
pits on backsliders who believe in going to 
church but fail to recognize the legal and 
moral obligation of paying their debts. Some 
of our contemporaries have poked fun at this 
innovation as bearing on the question of 
credit, and while the average man may con- 
sider such a move as somewhat radical, we re- 
gard it as an opportune and up-to-date propo- 
sition. Credit men have serious responsibili- 
So have ministers of religion, and if the 
two can co-operate to develop a sentiment in 
favor of promptitude in the payment of debts 
we think such an effort is to be commended. 


ties. 


We can hardly think of any subject more 
important and vitally interesting to business 
men, whether they be wholesalers or retailers, 
than the question of credit giving. Next to 
having a business, it seems of paramount nec- 
essity that barriers are erected to insure its 
perpetuity and prevent its being hurt by the 
carelessness of principals or employés through 
slipshod or antiquated methods on the inside, 
or unscrupulous and designing credit seekers 
on the outside. 


This protection and the avoidance of care- 
lessness and indifference can only be brought 
about by a strict observance of a few well de- 
fined rules and a reasonable study of the 
credit giving question generally. We have in- 
timated before in these columns that our 
opinion was that in the meat and provision 
trades in particular there was, and we know 
that there is still, a great deal of laxity dis- 
played in the conduct, or, rather, misconduct, 
of this very important branch of any man’s 
business. The want of system and a proper 
understanding is very apparent at times in 
the wholesale trade, but it is doubly and more 
lamentably so in the retail trade. 





MASTER THE DETAILS. 

All men are not constitutionally masters of 
detail. To some people it is an easy matter 
to be thoroughly posted on the smallest and 
largest matters pertaining to business, while 
to others detail work is a bore. 

The dislike to master detail, however, 
should be an unknown quantity in a merchant; 
for detail in the aggregate amounts to a great 
deal, and very often success or failure de- 
pends upon the amount of attention bestowed 
on what are seemingly small matters in the 
conduct of an enterprise. 

To no business does this comment more 
pointedly apply than to the packing and 
slaughtering trades. The most successful 
packer or superintendent is the one who looks 
after detail. He is watchful that nothing goes 
to waste, that the knife is not carelessly used, 
that catch basins serve their purpose, that 
hides are not wantonly scored, that the offal 
is properly cared for, and so on all the way 
through from the moment cattle or hogs are 
unloaded to the time they and their various 
products are disposed of. Economy is the poor 
man’s mint and the rich man’s safeguard. 





AMERICAN SOAP ABROAD. 

From figures which we have before us it 
looks as if there was a good market in the 
Australasian colonies for American soaps. 

European soap is almost exclusively of 
British manufacture, but Japan toilet soaps, 
from $8 per picul, rising to $15, $17, $20, $23, 
$25, $30 and $35, are being imported into 
South Australia. They are of brilliant col- 
ors, and in paper boxes of one dozen cakes, 
sold at 12 cents, 15 cents, 20 cents, 25 cents 
and 35 cents, one case containing three dozen 
cakes, cat 

Soap is manufactured locally, and hitherto 
has been of a very coarse description, but the 
make is improving, and brown “Windsor,” 
which sells largely, is being imitated. Aus- 
tralian imports are now pretty large and in- 
creasing, bar soap selling at from $2.85 per 
50 pounds. Caustic soda is about 60 per cent. 
English and the balance Continental, and lat- 
terly soda crystals have been sold to a small 
extent. 

In view of the amount of tallow produced 
at the Antipodes, it seems strange that soap- 
making should be so far behind there, but 
then the production of the raw material and 
its scientific utilization are two widely differ- 
ent propositions. 

In perusing such items as the above, how- 
ever, one often wonders how it is that goods 
of British manufacture find their way to all 
parts of the world and are generally at the 
head of the list, so far at least as quantity is 
concerned. The fact is that the commercial 
strength of England depends upon her ability 


to hold her own in foreign markets, and her 
perpetual aim, therefore, is to not alone hold 
on to the trade she has, but to find new 
fields for its increase. In this effort the Brit- 
ish consular service is a great factor.

no chance in England. English legislators 


believe in equal rights for all, hence Parlia- 
ment does not see why the coloring of but- 
terine should be forbidden and the coloring 
of cow-butter permitted. 

The natural color of oleo is white, or nearly 


so, hence the oleophobists in this country 
knew that if they could stop the use of color- 
ing material by the passage of anti-oleo laws 
they would materially damage the industry. 
They did succeed in stopping the use of color 
which would make the article look like cow- 
butter, but by the very fact that they insisted 
in the laws which they promulgated that the 
compound should be colored pink, green, and, 
in fact, any color that would prevent it look- 
ing like the competing product, proves that 
they agreed that coloring was harmless. 

Over in England they saw through all this 
and very properly took the position that a 
manufacturer of butterine had the right to 
use any color in the make-up of his goods just 
as much as the cow-butter man, providing it 


was harmless.

WITHOUT MARKED STABILITY AS 
YET, BUT THE TONE BETTER—RE- 
VIVING CASH DEMANDS—LOOKS 
AS THOUGH BOTTOM HAD BEEN

ERY WAS PROBABLE, 


There have been two circumstances prevent- 
ing the development of a healthy situation for 
hog products, one of which had ought to dis- 
appear shortly, while the other may be carried 
along in the way of an apprehension to pre- 
right away a decidedly better order of 
affairs. The most marked of the influences 
has been the decline in grain, prices for which 
have got so low that but little further effect 
can be expected even if there is no marked im- 
the values of the commodity. 
That the remarkable break in grain has had 
more weight upon the hog products that some 
of the traders had been inclined to concede 
his apparent more recently with their 
feverishness and lapses into weakness as the 
grain situation been borne downward. 
The temper of speculation over the country 
has been made bearish by the grain situation, 
and by that much the hog products have been 
affeeted, while grain has offered more 
temptation to the outsiders for speculation the 
trading in hog products has suffered. But 
grain has now reached a point where more 
caution will be exercised by short sellers, even 
though the crop of wheat exceeds the 700,- 
(00,000 bushels rather confidently relied on, 
and if the cash wheat is once out of the way 
left over from the Leiter holdings there would 
probably at once be greater steadiness in it, 
since although there will be an enormous crop 
it must be recollected that the farmers cleared 
their accumulations of old wheat a few 
weeks since when prices were high, and that 
they would be inclined to hold to some extent 
if no better than current 
prices were to be had for them. The grain 
then about losing its importance 
a factor over provisions. The other cir- 
cumstanece alluded to is the fear of yellow 
fever. It true that there have no

THE USE OF BORACIC ACID. 


London, England, June 10.—Since my last 
advices on the question of boracic acid a case 
has been decided in the Pontypridd (Wales) 
Police Court in favor of one Hnoch Rees, a 
grocer, who was arrested for selling “adul- 
iterated” hams containing 6 per cent. of 
boracic acid. The case was ably defended 
on behalf of the Grocers’ Federation. 

Dr, Thomas Bond, F. R. C. S8., lecturer on 
forensic medicine and senior surgeon at 
Westminster Hospital, stated that he used 
boracie acid in surgical dressing and also ad- 
ministered it internally. she 6 per cent. of 
acid in the ham was not injurious to the 
human system. 

Dr. Bell, specialist, of Glasgow, said that 
for the last seventeen years his family and 
himself had, without intermission, been using 
milk and hams containing boracie acid with- 
out the slightest evidence of ill-effects, He 
had used the acid very extensively and had 
given doses of ten grains three and four 
times a day, and he would not hesitate to give 
twenty grains, He thought it would be a 
great loss to the public if the use of the acid 
were stopped, A milk-cured ham was much 
more healthy than a salted one,

The writer recollects him over thirty years 
ago in the then large concern of Marples & 
Shaw, carrying on an extensive business with 
England in hog products and having connec- 
tions with many of the most prominent West- 
ern houses. That he was highly regarded at 
the New York Produce Exchange for his abil- 
ity and general trustworthiness, stands out 
prominently from the efforts made on the part 
of the Exchange and its members to have him 
from year to year placed on its most import- 
ant committees. Besides, he had been a 
member of the Board of Managers and as- 
sociated with the Arbitration Committee and 
Complaint Committee, as well as chairman of 
the lard, as also the provision committee. Mr. 
Marples had been sick, confined to his house, 
for four or five months, and his death was 
not unexpected, He was 63 years of age. A 
memorial meeting will probably be called at 
the Produce Exchange, as many members 
wish to testify to their appreciation of his 
many noble qualities and exertions in the in- 
terest of the Exchange. 


FROM THE FAR WEST. 


Rice & White of Oakland, Cal., will supply 
the city prison of that city with beef, etc., for 
the next fiscal year, at 344c. per ID. 

The Western Meat Co. has been awarded 
the contract to supply beef, mutton and lamb 
to the San Quentin, Cal., State prison for the 
next fiscal year. 

The salmon packing establishment of the 
Aberdeen Packing Co., at Ilwaco, Wash., was 
recently totally destroyed by fire. The lose is 
estimated at $75,000, with a $40,000 insur- 
ance. 

Louis Nontemann, proprietor of the South 
San Francisco Packing Co., suffered a frac- 
ture-of-the right hip joint recently while 
alighting from an electric car, which started 








suddenly and threw him to the ground with 
great force. 

Two thousands pounds of oleomargarine 
were recently shipped from San Francisco to 
Honolulu, H..I., on the barkentine S. N. Cas- 
tle. The same ship carried a large cargo of 
miscellaneous provisions, including 
ham and bacon. 

During the month of May San Francisco 
exported 11,826 cases of salmon to foreign 
countries, representing a value of $53,288, as 
against 3,811 cases, at a value of $24,128, in 
May, 1897. In May of this year only 580 
packages of the same were exported, while 
in May, 1897, 786 packages was the amount. 
The largest shipments were made to England. 

Fresno, Cal., seedless raising will be in- 
cluded among the subsistence supplies or- 
dered by the Government for the Manila ex- 
pedition.

“S. & S.” STILL SPREADING. 


The Company’s Enlargement of its 
Kansas City Plant. 


The West has been full of rumors and re- 
ports concerning the plans and purposes of 
the Schwarzschild & Sulzberger Company in 
regard to enlarging their capacity. The pres- 
ence in the West recently of Mr. Ferdinand 
Sulzberger set every one guessing in the mat- 
ter. As a result all sorts of statements have 
appeared in the public press. Many of them 
were more or less true. On very excellent 
authority we can state that these are the 
facts of the case. A $600,000 addition will 
be made to the Kansas City plant to extend 
their pork and beef business. Plans for esti- 
mates are now out. Work will be commenced 
next week if any of the bids are accepted. It 
is intended to start the plant in September, 
or October at latest. The whole of the new 
plant will be run by electricity. The hog 
capacity will be increased to 2,000 per day, 
and the beef capacity to 1,500 per day. In 
addition to this, the present refrigeration ca- 
pacity will be enlarged by increasing the plant 
for making 600 tons of ice more per day. 
There will be 2,000 horse-power poilers in ad- 
dition and 500 horse-power engines. All of 
this power is put up exclusively for the new 
plant. The slaughter-house and refrigerators 
will be made fire-proof in every particular. 

The addition to the slaughtering plant—the 
main building being 256x184 feet and five 
stories—increased capacity (200x150 feet) will 
require a large addition to the lard and oil 
refining plant, which will be a new and dis- 
tinct building. The whole of the power plant 
will be in a new fireproof power building to 
itself, 150x100 feet large. The big tank house 
and lard plant will also stand by itself, but 
in close proximity to the rest. It will be 
200x160 feet in size. To supply the quantity 
of water necessary for purposes of slaughter- 
ing, and in case of fire, the company are 
building a great reservoir with a capacity of 
20,000,000 gallons of water. This will meet 
all conditions on any and all emergencies. 
Schwarzschild & Sulzberger already have a 
private water department connected with the 
city mains. This new water supply will also 
be connected with the private fire department. 
In case of fire, and the necessity for doing sv, 
the firefighters can use both the city and the 
company’s reservoir water supply. Besides 
putting at least $600,000 of capital in cir- 
culation among the building trades, this big 
plant will give regular employment to 1,000 
more hands, who will add a large sum to the 
trade of the city.

CHICAGO LIVE STOCK REVIEW. 

Receipts of live stock here last week were: 
Cattle 48,368, calves 3,455, hogs 145,571, 
sheep 55,104, against 42,297 cattle, 4,163 
calves, 153,084 hogs and 72,772 sheep the 
week previous; 51,090 cattle, 





2,760 calves, 
206,696 hogs and 59,583 sheep the correspond- 
ing week of 1897, and 48,963 cattle, 3,394 
calves, 155,683 hogs and 56,348 sheep the cor- 
responding week of 1896. 

Shipments last week were 16,239 cattle, 831 
ealves, 25,454 hogs, 3,293 sheep, against 14,- 
098 cattle, 544 calves, 26,758 hogs and 5,364 
sheep the week previous; 18,098 cattle, 304 
calves, 25,809 hogs and 5,554 sheep the cor- 
responding week of 1897, and 12,181 cattle, 18 
calves, 40,768 hogs and 6,715 sheep the cor- 
responding week of 1896. 

CATTLE.—F luctuations in the price of fat 
eattle have been very slight during the past 
week. The tone of the trade has been very 
good as a whole, popular summer weight 
steers, that is, those weighing about 1,350 Ib 
and under, have sold readily with a leaning to 
strength in values, except on Monday, when 
receipts were very heavy and trade a trifle 
slow on the best kinds. Big heavy steers, as 
usual in hot weather, have inclined to drag, 
and are possibly 10c. lower than a week ago, 
while all the cheaper grades of steer stock 
that are showing up a little green are gradual- 
ly working lower, though the decline is slow. 
Exporters have been good buyers at $4.60@ 
$4.90, and are taking good quality 1,250 to 
1,500 ID cattle at the prices. A few fancy 
beeves have been selling at $5 up to $5.35, but 
only one bunch reaching the latter figure. The 
trend of the market for stock cattle is lower, 
the decline in the past ten days being about 
25e., the bulk selling at from $4@$4.50 and 
choice light steers at from $4.60@$4.75. Dry 
fed fat cows and heifers are holding at about 
old figures, but most of the cow stock shows 
up grassy, and is working toward a lower 
level of prices, and quite liberal arrivals from 
Texas are working against prices for cheap 
native beef stock. The general outlook for 
prices for dry fed cattle is good, but half-fat 
grassy stock will, perhaps, go lower. 

HOGS.—There is not so much nervousness 
in the hog market as there was a week ago. 
Supplies are moderate, and the packers seem 
willing to operate freely at around or under 
the $4 mark. Since the middle of last week 
there have not been such wide fluctuations as 
had characterized the trade for some time pre- 
vious. There seems to be a good undertone to 
the market, though there is nothing at all 
bullish in the situation, and while a wide 
change in the near future need not be looked 
for, the indications are rather more favorable 
to lower than to higher prices. There is not 
so much of the severe discrimination against 
light weight hoge as there was a short time 
ago, good 160 to 180 ID bacons now selling 
within 15@20c. of the good heavy, while light 
light weighte and pigs are still in disfavor, 
and, perhaps, will be all summer. To-day

opened up to 5@10c. lower than yesterday at

up. Pigs sell at $3@$3.50, light light weights 
at $3.60@$3.75 and good 160 to 180 ID light 
around $3.80. 

SHEEP.—The sheep trade continues in 
good active shape at unusually strong prices 
for this season of the year, and the outlook 
favoring a continuation of brisk trade until 
the opening of the range season. Good to 
prime sheep are selling at $4.75@$5.25, fair 
to good at $4.25@$4.75, good to prime shorn 
lambs at $5.25@$6, and good to choice spring 
lambs at $6@$6.80. Straight Texas sheep are 
$4.50@$4.75 for the best. 

Clay, Robinson & Co. say: “Our advice is 
to operate upon the basis of $3.75@$4 for good 
hogs in Chicago, as we cannot see that a 
higher range of values is to be expected. Sup- 
plies in the country are undoubtedly liberal, 
and when it comes to paying over 4c. per ID 
packers show decidedly bearish tendencies, 
unless there is a strong tone in the provision 
trade.” 

Martin Bros say: “The situation still looks 
bearish for hogs, although it would naturally 
appear that such sweeping declines would cur- 
tail receipt to something near the immediate 
fresh meat demand. The quality of hogs com- 
ing is good, and there is a tendency to in- 
crease in weight. While pigs and light trashy 
stuff continue to sell very irregularly, there is 
less of a spread between good light bacon 
grades weighing 160 to 180 ID and the strong 
weights than a few weeks ago, but it is the 
lard hog that still commands the premium.” 

Mallory, Son & Zimmerman say: “We note 
some grass hogs among the arrivals, and as 
the season has become very favorable for 
grass, the trade may expect a larger percent- 
age of grass hogs than usual during the next 
few months. The packers discriminate against 
grass hogs on account of the heavier shrink- 
age and the less solid meat, and we advise our 
readers to buy all kinds of grass and common 
hogs with good margins. There is also an in- 
crease in the number of “muddy” hogs arriv- 
ing at the yards. This condition works 
against the price and should be guarded 
against wherever possible. The range in prices 
is comparatively narrow, as the demand for 
light and medium weights has increased, 
prices for those grades ruling more steady 
than for the heavier hogs, although choice, 
medium and heavy hogs still command a pre- 
mium. We wish to warn our readers in pur- 
chasing lambs mixed with yearlings, as the 
yearlings must be bought at a lower price or 
they will lose money, the buyers here taking 
them out, and will not buy them except at a 
decline.”

Hogs are from 50 to 60 cents higher than a 
year ago. 





C. C. Mohler, of Bedford, Lowa, on Tuesday 
marketed 48 336-ID hogs at $4.05. 

Sheep buyers are particular about having 
yearlings and lambs sorted at present. 

George W. Dean, of Conway, Iowa, market- 
ed a bunch of 1,220-TD cattle on Monday at 
$4.80. 

Ryan & Jackson, New Sharon, Iowa, on 
Tuesday sold a load of 285-T hogs at $4.07%4, 
the top of the market. 

John Holmes, of Chariton, Iowa, was on 
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W. B. Goodrich, of Peterson, Iowa, had a 
earload of cattle of his own feeding which 
averaged 1,425 ID and sold at $5.10. He also 
sold hogs at $4. 

R. F. Quick is back from Texas. He says 
there are few fat sheep, and that the lamb 
crop this year was not more than 25 per cent 
of what it should be. 

With the exception of Southern California 
and Western Oregon, the reports from the cat 
tle ranges of the West and Northwest are 
more favorable than for years. 

Felix Mays, chief of the Cherokee Indians, 
had some cattle on the market last week. He 
is 88 years old, and is pastor of the Baptist 
Church in the Indian Terriiory. 

Benton Gobbert, an influential stockman of 
Dearborn, Mo., was here on Monday with 32 
Hereford steers of his own feeding, which ay 
eraged 1,381 ID and sold for $5.25. 

During the last week 4,920 cars of live 
stock arrived here and 1,285 cars were ship 
ped out. The receipts during the previous 
week were 4,955 care, and during the same 
week last year 6,175 cars. 

Exporters forwarded 5,730 live cattle from 
here last week, against 4,892 the previous 
week, 6,999 a year ago and 4,496 two years 
ago. Morris exported 1,063, Schamberg 96, 
Schwarzschild 923 and Swift 732. 

The 143,302 hogs received here last week 
averaged but 223 Ib, against 229 ID the pre 
ceding week, 233 ID two weeks earlier, 225 Ib 
during May, 241 ID a year ago, 251 Ib two 
years ago, 221 ID three years ago and 233 Ib 
four years ago. 

During the month of May only 26,123 cattle 
were exported from this country, against 37, 
737 during May, 1897. During the eleven 
months ending with May 354,776 cattle wer 
shipped out of the country, showing an in 
crease of 26,680 over the corresponding eleyen 
months last year. 


Information received at the headquarters of 
the National Live Stock Association, at Den 
ver, from Kansas, is to the effect that the im 
portation of stock cattle from the South has 
fallen off two-thirds during the last forty-five 
days, but the shipment of mature animals to 
the river markets continues up to the stand- 


ard. The conditions existing in the former 
branch of the industry seem to have been 
brought about by the advance in the price ot! 
corn, which makes its feeding to stock at the 
present prices of fat animals almost prohibi 
tory. Another factor in stopping these ship 
ments is the excellent and abundant crop of 
grass in the Indian Territory and Texas. Cat 
tle contracted for Kansas and Nebraska de 
livery are now being held on these ranges in 
large numbers, to be driven to the feeding 
pens next autumn. It is estimated that the 
number now in the Indian nations is 100,000 
greater than last year. 

The recent action of the authorities in re 
establishing the quarantine line in California 
so as to shut out cattle from the drought dis- 
trict of that State from going to other States 
has reopened a vigorous discussion between the 
stock owners and those in authority. The lat 
ter claim that their action was forced by the 
fact that “fever ticks” were found on the eat- 
tle in question. The stockmen emphatically 
declare that the ticks are the ordinary wood 
tick and not the Boophilus Bovis. While the 
presence of the tick is not disputed, en the 
other hand, it has not yet been decided by the 
scientific examination that it is the dread 
fever tick. Of these drought-stricken cattle, 
about 25,000 have been sent to other States; 
half of this number came oat by the Northern 
route and the remainder py the Southern. 
There are about 7,000 more than will come, 
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and 25,000 to 30,000 more that would come 
if they could pass the inspection. 

The French Minister of Agriculture has de- 
cided that all breeders of swine shall provide 
themselves with swine fever vaccine. 

During the season of 1893 Mexican wooled 
lambs sold at $7.55 per 100 Ib on April 26 
for a single load; $6.50 was the highest price 
this year. 

A year ago the sheep and lamb market was 
in a demoralized condition, wooled Colorado 
lambs selling at $4.65 to $4.75, and the bulk 
of good to choice Texas sheep at $3.50 to 
$3.70. 

Heavy weight hogs continue to sell at a pre- 
mium over light, the remarkable demand for 
lard accounting for this juxtaposition of light 
and heavy at this season of the year. 

The four leading Western markets received 
13,000 fewer hogs last week than the previous 
week, and 64,000 less than a year ago. Chi- 
cago receipts, compared with a year ago, de- 
creased 61,000 and Omaha 12,000. Kansas 
City increased 7,000 and St. Louis 2,300. 

Hogs packed at Chicago last week, 123,000, 
against 132,000 the previous week and 178,000 
a year ago. Armour slaughtered 25,600, 
Anglo-American 8,200, Boyd & Lunham 7,100, 
Chicago 8,100, Continental 6,800, Hammond 
3,600, International 11,000, Lipton 7,000, 
Morris 7,500, Swift 21,300, Viles & Robbins 
10,000, and city butchers 6,800. 

The new rule proposed for adoption by the 
Directors of the Chicago Live Stock Exchange 
in relation to cruelty to animals, is one that 
ought to have the desired effect. There is a 
lot of brutally careless people who cause a 
good deal of suffering and loss in rough han- 
dling of stock, especially hogs. Packers claim 
the proportion of bruised hams and shoulders 
have been larger than ever of late. 





CHICAGO PROVISION MARKET. 


The provision market has had another yel- 
low fever scare. Two new cases were report- 
ed in Tuesday morning’s papers at McHenry, 
Miss., the same place from which yellow fever 
Was reported about two weeks ago. Of course 
this had its effect on the market. The great 
harm that yellow feyer does to the provision 
market ig that its stops speculation. The 
South buys so much product that when quar- 
antine has to be established it prevents pro- 
visions being shipped South. The present yel- 
low fever scare, however, does not speak well 
for the foresight of the trade. As wae said in 
this report last week, a few cases may always 
be looked for the year following an epidemic 
or anything approaching an epidemic. But it 
should be remembered that the United States 
has thousands and tens of thousands of her 
soldiers in the South just now, and that all 
the machinery of the Government will be 
brought to bear on anything in the shape of 
yellow fever to stamp it out. The Govern- 
ment will not, it dare not, permit this scourge 
to get a foothold in the South because of the 
soldiers, and, therefore, the ery of yellow fever 
should have no effect, as the Government ean 
and will get rid of it. But the cases reported 
on Tuesday were in the same house as those 
of two weeks ago. Surely there is nothing in 
this to cause any scare. Notwithstanding this 
scare, the provision market cannot be coneid- 
ered otherwise than in a healthy condition. 
True, the speculation element is wanting, but 
there is a slight demand which is gradually, 
though very gradually, improving. The Eu- 
ropean demand is still practically dead. Eu- 
rope Was overbought, and in overbuying was 
hit hard, as the present slump in prices was 
not at all in their caleulations. Shippers on 
this side are helping to keep the demand from 
the other side down. They are sending stuff 
over to be in ghape to take care of 
the demand when it comes, and _ the 


there shows any little sign of life it is 
immediately swamped under a huge amount 
of offerings. The other side feels very shaky. 
A prominent packer, on Wednesday, had a let- 
ter from an English customer in which ap- 
peared the following: “Any decline on your 
side will be followed by one on ours, and any 
advance—we will think about.” This shows 
exactly the feeling across the waters. Pro- 
visions are ready for an advance, and if this 
miserable yellow fever talk would only cease, 
the advance would soon come and not only an 
advance, but a good cash demand. When the 
demand does come, it will be with a rush, and 
it is more than likely that we will see higher 
prices than at any time since the panic. As 
it is, the stuff is worth the price and will un- 
doubtedly make money for any one who has 
the courage to buy and hold for the rise. 

Arthur R. Jones & Co. say: “There is some 
significance in the way provisions have held 
their ground lately, declining but little with 
grains and advancing strongly on any show 
of strength in those markets. Barring a repe- 
tition of the yellow fever scare, we think pro- 
visions will be the first to score a substantial 
advance.” 

J. G. Cownie, of the Jacob Dold Packing 
Co., says. “The Kansas City packers are very 
friendly to provisions. They are well worth 
the price, and a good demand may spring up 
at any time; in fact, we are looking for things 
to brighten materialy all along the line. The 
only thing that holds the market back is the 
yellow fever scare, and this, in my opinion, is 
only talk. But yellow fever talk hurts the 
market just about as much as yellow fever it- 
self would.” 

Counselman & Day say: “Provisions have 
ruled weak and lower during the past two 
days on further reports of yellow fever in the 
South, but it was in the same city and house 
at McHenry, Miss., as reported last week. 
This scene keeps the trade in suspense and 
outside trade from buying, although every one 
thinks prices of September product low 
enough for an investment. The cash demand 
is improving. We advise purchase of Septem- 
ber product. Shippers doing a Southern busi- 
ness say reports from the South are favorable 
and yellow fever not liable to spread. Good 
orders have been executed for shipment 
South to-day (Wednesday.”) 

Thos. C. Wells, president of the Continental 
Packing Co., says: “In view of the speedily 
abated yellow fever scare in the South and 
the prospect of Europe’s immediate return to 
the market, I look for an advance within two 
weeks. Provisions are worth the money that 
they are selling for, and prices are what they 
are only because speculation has been elim- 
inated on account of the lack of demand. Eu- 
rope has about consumed the extra stock pur- 
chased at the time war was.declared, and the 
normal demand will be shortly resumed. In 
short, I think that the present period of low 
prices is about over and that we will soon 
enter upon a prosperous era.”

18) aie 
CATTLE.—During the week there was a 
pretty good demand for choice, light and 
handy-weight cattle; at the first of the week 
they held their own, when the heavier cattle 
showed a 10c. decline; towards the close they 
scored a notch of 10c higher. A bunch of 
black, choice well finished cattle on the mar- 
ket which brought the highest price for the 
week; 1,251-ID average went at $5. The quan- 
tity of grass cattle now coming to the market 
has ite effect on prices, and the purchasers 
are commencing to look pretty sharp on this 
class. On Monday the top price for 1,318-IbD 
average $4.70. On Tuesday and Wednesday 
for some 1,280-ID average $4.90. On Thurs- 
day and Friday the highest price paid during 
the week, as above stated, $5. Common, coarse 
and heavy cattle were fully 10c. lower, though 
towards the close of the week there was some- 
what better feeling among them. Dry lot cat- 
tle held their own well, but the grass fed 
were decidedly 10@15c. lower on both native 
cows and steers, The highest price paid dur- 
ing the week for some dry lot cows for 1,310- 
ID average $4.60, but the grass fed cattle sold 
sharply below this price. The highest price 
paid for heifers, 760-IbD average, $4.85, and a 
bunch of 101 of 904-ID average sold at $4.70, 
which was looked upon as a good price. The 
highest price paid during the week for bulls 
of 1,710-ID average $4.05; but take bulls as a 
whole, they broke badly during the week, and 
not less than 40@50c. lower than prices paid 
the highest time some two weeks ago.

The feeder trade 
was rather slack during the entire week; the 
farmers are now too busy planting corn and 
reaping wheat to attend to the cattle end of 
the farm. The supply of stockers and feed- 
ers small, and while the feeders sold at strong 
prices, the plain and common were weak and 
dragging market and fully 25@40c. lower. 
The Western feeders were all 25c. lower dur- 
ing the week; 105 cars of stockers and feed- 
ers went back to the country; previous week 
88, and corresponding week one year ago 137 
ears.

NEW METHOD OF PRESERVING 
MEAT. 


The State Department is in receipt of a 
very interesting repert from U. 8. Consul J. 
D. Hughes, at Sonneberg, which report has 
also been forwarded to the War Department, 
relating to a new method of preserving meat. 
It is claimed that meat preserved in the man- 
ner described will assist in solving the prob- 
lem how to keep meat fresh for the army of 
invasion in Cuba. The consul’s report in full 
is as follows: 

A new method of preserving freshly killed 
meats has been discovered by the Danish 
zoblogist August Fyjelstrup, already well 
known through his method of condensing 
milk without the use of sugar. The system 
(according to the printed reports) has «stood 
a remarkably hard three months’ test at the 


Odense (Danish) Company’s slaughter houses, 
in a very satisfactory manner. 
The method in itself is extremely simple, 





and might be of great service for the troops

The Texas cattle promise to be late this 
year, and, like the range cattle from the 
Northwest, they are sure to come in much 
lighter supply than a year ago, the official re- 
port for the State of Texas showing 8,500,000 
less cattle than in 1892. This is encouraging 
to the holders of lower grade native steers and 
all grades of butcher cattle, as it means con- 
tinued good figures for low-grade cattle, and 
eventually will reflect higher priees en te the 
beat steers 





in the tropics (the writer having had consid- 
erable experience in trying to keep meat fresh 
in Cuba.) 

The animal to be used is first shot or 
stunned by a shot from a revolyer (loaded 
with small slugs) in the forehead, in such a 
way as not to injure the brain proper. As the 
animal drops senseless, an assistant cuts 
down over the heart, opens a ventricle, and 
allows all the blood to flow out, the theory 
of this being that the decomposing of the 
blood is almost entirely responsible for the 
quick putrefaction of fresh meats. Immedi- 
ately thereafter a briny solution (made of 
coarse or fine salt, more or less strong, ac- 
cording to length of time meat is to be kept) 
is injected by means of a powerful syringe 


through the other ventricle into the veins of 
the body. 

The whole process takes only a few min- 
utes, and the beef is ready for use and can 
be cut up at once. This method has been 
examined and very favorably reported on by 
the general councils at Odense and Aarhaus, 
and also by many experts.

The 
city authorities of Brooklyn have, it is stated, 
initiated the negotiations with the aim of 
making Wallabout the central point of distri- 
bution of all food products brought to Brook- 
lyn. The plan contemplates eventually the re- 
moval of all the big wholesale packing depots 
from the vicinity of Flatbush and Atlantic 
avenues to Wallabout and the concentration 
at the latter point of all the wholesale busi- 
ness in perishable food supplies in Brooklyn. 
It is also stated that the channel to Walla- 
bout basin may soon be made navigable for 
all classes of shipping. 

* “The Fortieth Annual Report of the 
Trade and Commerce of Milwaukee,” by Sec- 
retary W. J. Langson, has been completed. 
The year ending Feb. 28, 1898, was a record- 
breaker im the pork packing business of Mil- 
waukee. The receipts of live hogs by rail- 
road during that period reached a total of 
1,019,980, of which 1,002,044 hogs were 
killed and packed there—an increase of 214,- 
986 over the packing of the previous year, 
which was the largest year’s packing up to 
that time. Of the last year’s packing, 549,- 
918 hogs were slaughtered and packed at the 
big plant of Cudahy Bros. Co., and 
452,126 at the three establishments in the Me- 
nomonee Valley. During the calendar year 
receipts of other live stock than hogs by rail- 
road included 52,877 head of beef cattle, 47,- 
679 sheep and 28,782 calves. Receipts of live 
hogs during that period were 998,825, or 21,- 
155 short of the receipts for the year ending 
March 1.

KANSAS CITY. 

HIDES.—As wae to be expected, the May 
Texas, with a grubbing privilege, too much of 
a temptation for the large tanners, so that 
there was a general clearing out of all the 
May Texas in the various large slaughtering 
places. The price being 12c. for the heavies 
and 11%c. for the lights, a few of the heavies 
changed hande at 12%4c., but not many. As 
June hides are on cut selection, the early hides 
with the grubbing privilege are getting more 
in favor every day, 60 that the packers have 
less trouble in disposing of them, even though 
they may be long haired—and they are selling 
at good prices indeed. The early June hides 
are slow movers, and there is no doubt but 
that quite a large number of tanners will be 
entirely out of the market until the last week 
of June, and early July hides are offered on 
the market. However, some of the packers 
are sharp enough to accept the inevitable in 
slightly lower prices on the early Junes so as 
to tempt the tanners to purchase them. The 
stocks now held in Kansas City are very 
small indeed, and with the exception of three 
or four care of March native steers, a car or 
two of butt-brands and two or three cars of 
native cows, hides are all June take-off. There 
is no doubt but that the June hides are strict- 
ly short haired, and one thing can be said in 
their favor, they are about the lightest aver- 
age hides that will be taken off in the entire 
year. Tanners are still slow buyers.. They 
are practically more than ever living from 
hand to mouth. The collapse of the wheat 
deal, showing the unstable position on which 
the high prices rested, make tanners half- 
way dream that perchance the large packers 
are pursuing a similar policy in keeping up 
the prices of hides; however, their ideas on 
this cannot be verified, for while it is almost 
impossible to tell exactly the amount of wheat 
scattered over such a vast area, it must be 
remembered that the hides are an entirely dif- 
ferent article, and held in a few large centers 
with plenty of experts in the pay of tanners 
who would quickly inform them if any sur- 
plus of hides were held back from the market. 
There is no doubt but that stocks are very 
closely sold up, but there etill lingers a fear in 
the tanners’ minds that as soon as peace 
measures are talked of hides will, with nearly 
every other article of commerce, go a fraction 
lower, and at the present prices of leather, 
the fraction is very much wanted by the par- 
ties who would purchaeée a block of hides. 

SHEEPSKINS are in very small supply; 
they are disposed of as quickly as the pack- 
ers have any quantity of them, and owing to 
the small receipts of sheep in this market, the 
kill, of a necessity, ie much curtailed. It is 
practically all shearlings now offered—very 
few wool skins.

times now long gone by, obsolete and worth- 
less at the present day when cattle growers 
are compelled to utilize not alone their beef, 
but the hide that covers it, and doing violence 
to every correct idea of economy that should 
prevail on a well regulated range. 


HIDES AND LEATHER IN MIL. 
WAUKEE. 


Among the foremost industries of Milwau- 
kee is the manufacture of leather, making that 
city one of the largest consumptive markets 
for hides in the world. The total number of 
beef hides received by railroad and lake dur- 
ing the year 1897 was 1,002,921, and in addi- 
tion 49,312 were received from local packers, 
butchere and farmers, making a grand total 
of 1,052,233 full-grown hides marketed at Mil- 
waukee during the year. Of this vast num- 
ber only 39,917 were reshipped in the raw 
state, indicating a total consumption in the 
manufacture of leather of 1,012,326 hides by 
local tannerse. The enhanced prices of the 
preceding year were maintained with an un- 
usual degree of firmness and a further ad- 
vance of 1@1%c. per pound established before 
the end of the year. 

The result of an investigation of the leather 
industry of Milwaukee at the end of the year 
disclosed the number of 86 concerns in opera- 
tion, giving employment to 5,577 workmen, 
who received in wages during the year $2,- 
135,568, turning out finished product of the 
value of $15,819,333 upon an invested capital 
of $8,756,519. The increase in the number of 
beef hides tanned was 133,831 over the pre- 
ceeding year. A very large number of calf- 
skins were also tanned and finished, of which 
no reliable record is furnished. The increased 
value of the total leather production of Mil- 
waukee in 1897 was $6,487,793 over the prod- 
uct of 1896.

TALLOW.—It is hoped and believed that 
this week has seen the worst of the depres- 
sion, culminating as it has in a substantial de- 
cline in prices, But the fact that a point had 
been reached which brought out export busi- 
ness has relieved the situation. However, we 
do not regard the developments as altogether 
encouraging as yet. The trade has passed 
through so long a period of inaction that more 
tallow has accumulated over the country than 
can be got rid of by any spurty movement in 
it, and it would be as well to wait and see 
if the buying interest is kept up before allow- 
ing the impression to obtain that bottom has 
been reached. The beginning of the dullness 
some time since was with the break in the 
provision market, and while we regard the hog 
products as well as everything else in the list 
of associated articles as low in price, while 
that there ought to be reactions, yet there are 
some outside conditions that may act fur- 
ther in the way of depression, and notably the 
bearish temper of all speculation, and which 
has followed as an outcome for the most part 
the collapse of the great wheat deal, and 
which is in harmony as well with the pros- 
pects of immense wheat crops. Of course di- 
rectly grain has nothing to do with beef fate, 
but indirectly and in the sense alluded to it 
has had a great deal to do with the course of 
these outside markets. All over the West tai- 
low has accumulated largely in_ supply, 
through a period now of about three weeks 
since there has been any especial activity. At 
the remote Western pointé there are offers to 
sell cheaper than at Chicago, but Chicago it- 
self has been anxious to place its best packers 
grade at 4. At Kansas City there were sold 
last week 2,000 tes. Nos. 1 and 2 at 3% all 
around, and that market at the close is less 
burdened with supplies than other points. Chi- 
cago sold 500 tes. best packers at 4. Here in 
New York there was a sale made last Satur- 
day of 100 hhds. city at 34, for England. It 
would have been poseible then to have sold 200 
to 300 hhds. more at that. But the melters 
looked at that price with indifference, On 
Monday of this week bidding went down to 
3% for city, while 344 was asked. On Tuesday 
one of the leading melterse made up his mind 
to force a market for round lots, and the best 
price offered was 3%4, at which he let go 150 
hhds. for England; there was upon that day 
50 hhds., special brand, sold at 3%. There is

They want little stock, by 
reason of the dragging conditions of business 
in compound lard, while with the coming down 
in the price of other fats they insist upon a 
lower price for the limited quantities of the 
stearine that they are willing to trade upon 
than the pressers care to concede. But the 
stocks are accumulating steadily, moderately, 
and it looks as though the preseers would 
weaken to move them, especially as the large 
consumers at the West are out of the market, 
and where prices are ranging weak at a de- 
cline.

Fire started Tuesday night in the tallow 
building of the big plant of the Colgate Soap 
Works, in Jersey City. The blaze quickly 
spread to the glycerine building, and for a 
time it looked as if there would be a serious 
conflagration. By dint of hard work, how- 
ever, the Fire Department kept the flames 
from spreading beyond these two structures, 
which were burned to the ground, with their 
contents, involving a loss of $25,000. 

Through the completion of the Oil and Fer- 
tilizer Mill’s ice plant in Laurens, S. C., that 
city is now supplied with a fine quality of ice 
at a reasonable figure. This ice plant was 
put in by the Fertilizer Mill out of the profits 
of the mill.

INACTIVE CONDITIONS AND AN EN- 
TIRELY NOMINAL MARKET. 

In an experience of many years in gather- 
ing facts concerning the cottonseed oil mar- 
ket, the writer has never had the ill fortune 
to come up against conditions corresponding to 
those that have prevailed latterly. The re- 
flection is made more upon the intensifying 
dullness than any other circumstance, with 
the long drawn out indifference of both buyers 
Those parties who could sell oil 
upon "Change nowadays as a mere mat- 
ter of form, or drift there by force of habit, 
since they have been so long without demand 
for their supplies that they have given over 
expecting it immediately, while they would 
probably receive quite a shock if a buyer 
showed himself and really wanted a little oil 
at the supposed market rates. A good deal 
of the indifference over taking up the oil can 
be attributed to the recent conditions of the 
lard market. It was all very well to say when 
lard was spurting upward a few weeks since, 
“We do not care how lard goes, 
oil can take eare of itself by reason of its 
moderate stocks,” but when lard had fallen 
flat and its price became low to checking de- 
mand for oil from the compound lard refiners, 
there was another story to tell, It is true 
that cotton oil has not béen shaken up much 
in price, but while it is only a trifle lower, yet 
there must be the consideration as well that 
with a half-way ordinary demand for it there 
would have been by this time an approach to 
some of the strong figures which the trade yet 
calculate will be reached before the new erep

season is entered upon. It looks now as 
though lard had about touched its bottom 
basis, that at last there will not be further 


material declines for it unless a yellow fever 
panic again develops, and notwithstanding the 
fact that since the few cases at McHenry 
about a fortnight since, all parties in the trad- 
ing have been at the point of eagerness for 
any news from the South, and would have 
taken alarm at the slightest manifestation of 
sickness. But if pure lard should become 
stronger it will take some time for the com- 
pound lard trading to receive any benefit from 
it, and it would be more an encouraged hold- 
ing basis for the oil for a while rathér than a 
stimulation from demand. Aside from the 
tameness from the slack compound lard trad- 
ing has been the influence from demoralized 
tallow markets all over the country, while 
this has been partly occasioned by the 
lard geituation. But city tallow in hoge- 
heads has sold in New York this 
as low as 34%, while at the Western 
market there have been substantial de- 
clines; this has tended to a greater consump- 
tion by the soap people of tallow rather than 
of oil, and has been staggerer number two 
upon the cotton oil product. Then again have 
been the prostrated export demands. The 
Marseilles market has been simply at a stand- 
still over offerings from this country. It is 
getting more or less of a supply steadily on 
consignments, while filling in with English 
oil, and hag altogether a very fair assortment 
which permits it to stand aside and wait for 
any developments here. The English markets

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have made a slight decline, about 3d. for the 
week. The Rotterdam butter churners seem 
to have about all the oil they need; they have 
made adew bids on niee butter grades, but at 
a lower price than -the sellers heré cared to 
concede. There has not been inqniry: from 
any other export source. It is not believed 
that these foreign sources will Want any oil 
here the remainder of this month, 
there are signs that if they could buy for the 
latter part of July and August deliveries at 
24 for prime yellow in the New York market 
that they would not hegitate in taking up con- 
siderable quantities. But a 24 bid for, spot 
stock would be turned down quickly, to say 
nothing of its meeting with a rejection on a 
later delivery, as thére are “great expecta- 
tions’’ for August, or at least the succeeding 
month coneerning the price for the oil. And 
there is no question but that oil would go de- 
cidedly higher by that time if the lard mar- 
ket up to healthy conditions, while 
there would be nothing to check lard in an aa- 
vancing tendency but a yellow fever fright. 
Hardly ever. before has cotton oil been so well 
situated statistically for decidedly higher 
prices as this season, while it would need only 
a little demand to bring out its bright aspects, 
while on the other hand seldom has the de- 
mand been so light for cotton oil as for sev- 
eral weeks, or since the reaction in, hog prod- 
ucts. Those people who hold the major por- 
tion of the moderate stocks of oil are in no

hurry over selling; there is plenty of money to 
carry the property at the current figures, since 
the values are now only moderately above av- 
erage inside prices, and there is hardly any 
visk in holding, while it would seem as though 
under any contingency that the supplies of 
oil would all be needed before the new crop 
season, however early it may be on the pres- 
ent promise of the cotton crop. 

The reports from the South this week have 
been that scattered small lots of crude have 
been picked up at 17@18, in tank cars; that 
in the Mississippi Valley, where most of the 
crude is held, firm prices are insisted upon, 
while of course with the advanced geason 
buyerg feel more and more uncertain over the 
quality of the goods offering. There is a fair 
quantity of the crude being steadily refined 
and offered to the Western lard refiners, who 
would take it up steadily if they could get it 
in tank cars delivered to them, say at Chi- 
cago, at 21%; there is an indisposition, how- 
eyer, to sell at that price. New York 
helders of prime yellow are offering to sell 


smal lots right along at 25, and they have 
marketed for the week about 500 bbis., while 


about 200 bbls. good off yellow have been sold 
at 24%. There have been sales of 750 bbls. 
prime yellow for June and July deliveries at 
254254, while 400 bbls. white have been sold 
at 30, with further sellers at 30, 

On Thursday the traders were complaining 
still of the dullness, and said that they did not 
expect much improvement in affairs for three 
or four weeks. There were small lots sold 
(usually these would not be noted), of 50 bbls. 
prime yellow for July and 50 bbls. for August 
delivery, both at 25, while other small lots 
were on offer at 251.

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LIQUID AIR. 


Science believes that it has found in liquid 
air a means of learning much which has here- 
tofore been a mystery about physics, by using 
the intense cold in connection with a study of 
the qualities of metals and other substances, 
just as heat has been used, and it also be- 
lieves that Mr. Tripler’s method of producing 
liquid air may be applied to the reduction of 
all the other gases and bringing them to a 
liquid or perhaps a solid form. In this way 
it might be possible to prove beyond a ques- 
tion whether, for example, hydrogen is or is 
not a metal. Hydrogen has been frozen in 
some experiments, and it fell in minute 
drops it made a rattling noise on the floor as 
if it had a solid center to each drop, but it 
was in euch small particles and so evanescent 
that no actual examination was made of it. 

Mr. Tripler, as has been said, is furnishing 
considerable quantities of the liquid air to Co- 
lumbia University, and Prof. Rood, of the 
physics department, is engaged in a line of 
experiments with it which, he believes, will 
prove of great interest to science. 

This liquid air is curious stuff. It cannot 
be handled in vessels of iron, steel, glass or 
rubber, for it makes all of these substances 
so brittle, by its intense cold, that they would 
snap to pieces at the slightest provocation. 
One of the experiments shown is to take an 
ordinary tin cup and cool it for a moment by 
holding it in the liquid air. When it is with- 
drawn it can be broken into bits with the fin- 
gers just as if it were a wafer. As the metal 
gets warm again it resumes its ordinary 
toughness. You can touch the liquid air, if 
you do it with caution and skill, and not get 
hurt, although its intense cold would destroy 
your flesh as quickly as a red-hot iron. As 
you draw your fingers through the liquid air 
it feels cold, but not intensely so, because 
skin. The heat from the fingers sets it to boil- 
ing and there is a layer of free air always in- 
terposed between the liquid and the fingers. 
When a woman started to touch the liquid 
air with gloved fingers she was stopped and 
warned that a moment’s immersion under 
such circumstances would burn her hand as 
if she had put it into a furnace. If you let 
drops of the air fall upon your hand they do 
not do any injury, but bound off in the same 
fashion that water drops hop about on a red- 
hot stove. Your hand is really red hot as 
compared with the drops of liquid air. 

The liquid air is handled in cans of copper 
or aluminum. To keep it the cans are coy- 
ered and lined with felt, and a light covering 
of thick felt is placed over the mouths of the 
cans. This covering must be left louse, for 
if it were not the evaporating air would gath- 
er within the can until it would rend in two 
anything less strong than a steel cannon. It 
is this constant evaporation which keeps the 
air in its liquid form. It takes in heat so 
slowly that a gallon can of air has been used 
for experiments during a whole evening, and 
lasted for four or five hours. With a can 
of this cold liquid at hand one can freeze any 
of the things which we are accustomed to see 
in a liquid form. 

This great cold has a very curious effect 
upon water or anything which contains much 
water. A little water poured into the can of 
liquid air is frozen instantly and then, if al- 
lawed to remain until it is at the temperature 
of the liquid air, it will be found to have be- 
come so brittle that the apparently solid cake 
of ice can be crushed and crumbled to a fine 
powder in the fingers. A beefsteak frozen in 
this manner may be broken up in the same 
way, although before it was frozen it may 
have been tough enough for theoretical board- 
ing house purposes. A light rubber tennis

bite exactly as if it were thin glass.

CORRESPONDENCE

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Financial Review. 
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Thursday, June 23. 

A sharp contrast between the finances of 
the two countries now engaged in war was 
furnished this week. In Spain the govern- 
ment, while it has, by hook and by crook, 
been able to raise enough money to pay the 
July coupon on its externally-held bonds, has 
been compelled to pay the home bondholders 
in other than gold—whether in silver or in 
paper pesetas does not appear quite clear by 
the cable advices. The result is that Spanish 
holders of bonds have begun to sell them 
through the Paris Bourse, and the price is 
again weakening, after having rallied early 
on the talk of possible intervention by other 
powers, a delusion to which the unfortunate 
people of the peninsula still seem to cling. 
The gold premium at Madrid is again rising 
and the Spanish Cabinet has been forced to 
confess that the tobacco monopoly has made 
no money this year, thereby imperilling its 
payments to the State, though no default has 
actually occurred. On _ the other hand we 
have had two syndicates offer each to take 
the entire amount of the néw $200,000,000 
United States 3 per cent, loan, or what part 
is not taken up by individual subscriptions, 
and the demand for bonds is so great that 
a quadruple subscription is safely counted 
upon, One banking house advertises a stand- 
ing offer to take bonds that may be awarded 
at a premium of 1 per cent., and it is believed 
in conservative financial circles that the new 
bonds will soon be quoted at 108. It is of 
high significance that notwithstanding this 
large amount of new Government bonds to 
come upon the investment market, the older 
National issues are holding with scarcely a 
concession in price. 

It is at a very favorable juncture that the 
plan for the reorganization of the Baltimore 
& Ohio Railroad Company is launched under 
the auspices of several of the most powerful 
banking houses in the Street. There has been 
comment by the ultra-conservative that the 
fixed charges to be borne by the successor 
company should have, in the plan, been placed 
within a wider margin of safety as regards 
the earning power of the old company, shown 
in a period of a dozen years. It should be re- 
membered, however, that for several recent 
years the Baltimore & Ohio suffered badly 
from lack of equipment and other facilities, 
After the receivers took charge and began to 
make liberal expenditures on this account the 
earnings of the road picked up materially. 
Since February, 1896, when the bankruptcy 
occurred, more than $10,000,000 has been put 
into the road for betterments and improve- 
ments and for new equipment. The earnings, 
as well money raised by receivers’ cer- 
tificates, have been liberally used for this pur- 
pose, The reorganized company will have the 
benefit of these expenditures and therefore 
the net in the future ought relatively to bear 
a larger proportion to the gross revenues than 
in the last few years. The work of reconcil- 
ing the many conflicting interests in the prop 
erty delicate and arduous task 
and it has been creditably performed. The 
new company will start with charges reduced 
sufficiently to show, on the basis of last year’» 
revenue results, earnings of 4 per cent. on the 
new preferred stock. With a syndicate com- 
manding $90,000,000 back of the plan, there 
should be no reason to doubt its success. Easy 
money and business prosperity favor it. The 
work once done, a great load will be lifted 


from the financial Ss and the general 
railroad situation cannot fail to be benefited.

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When the reorganization shall have been ef- 
fected, it is understood that Mr. J. P. Mor- 
gan will put into operation a scheme for the 
regulation and rehabilitation of the bitum!I- 
nous coal industry which has received the ap- 
proval of important railroad and producing 
interests. One beneficial result of the reor- 
ganization of the Baltimore & Ohio has al- 
ready been accomplished. As a preliminary 
to a suecessful rehabilitation of the com- 
pany’s finances it was necessary to dispose of 
the Western Union Telegraph stock held in 
the company’s treasury for many years, 
amounting to about $4,000,000. This stock 
has been sold to a syndicate, which includes 
the Equitable Life Assurance Society, and it 
may now be regarded as having sought an 
investment lodging place, a position which 
must be of benefit to Western Union stock, 
market-wise. 

The influence of the collapse of the Leiter 
bull deal in wheat has not entirely passed 
away. The decline in wheat prices has 
checked the movement of the grain to market 
and railroad men say that earnings on the 
Granger roads have been less encouraging 
than early in the season and that for at least 
two more weeks the grain traffic will be very 
light. If low prices are to prevail for the 
new crop, it is also urged, the earning and 
therefore the spending power of the agricul- 
tural community will be diminished. Due 
weight should be given to these points, but it 
would not be wise to exaggerate their im- 
portance, The latest reports of the crops in- 
dicate that a material reduction must be 
made in the estimate of the wheat yield this 
year. It looks now as if the harvest would be 
nearer 600 than 700 millions of bushels. 
Should this be so, there will not be an over- 
plus crushing to prices, but there will be 
plenty of grain to furnish tonnage to the rail- 
roads. A reduction in the estimates will also 
tend to lessen the confidence of European con- 
sumers that they can dictate prices to our 
farmers. The world’s reserves of wheat have 
been tremendously depleted in the last two 
years by famine and shortage outside of the 
United States. Prudence will not dictate the 
pursuance of too close a hand-to-mouth policy 
by Europe, especially as war possibilities are 
ever a factor in foreign commerce and finance. 
The Spanish-American naval war has made 
the world realize how vital to military success 
is that humble commodity—furnace coal. The 
world knows how vital the food supply is to a 
successful campaign and it is in no position to 
wait for prices to go back to old-time depres- 
sion before replenishing its wheat stocks from 
the United States. Besides, the West is sv 


prosperous now that it could endure a period | 


of moderately cheap food-stuffs without im- 
pairing the earning capacity of

Around 130 the stock received mvre support 
and it is so mercurial an issue that a sharp 
rally could easily be manipulated by the in- 
siders. American Tobacco was strong on a 
belief that the industry would be able safely 
to shift the burden of the war tax upon the 
consumers, Depression in People’s Gas of 
Chicago was the result of speculative sales 
based upon new litigation challenging the val- 
idity of the consolidation, but below par the 
progress downward has been checked by in- 
side buying. Western Union Telegraph was

Ohio railroad. The railway list was com- 
paratively steady and responded easily to any 
development of new buying. The fundamen- 
tal strength of the speculative situation is 
the monetary position. If investment stocks 
are sold there is no profitable place for the 
use of the money. To the new investor, the 
securities markets remain the most promising 
field for the employment of surplus funds. 
Disbursements for dividends and interest on 
July 1 will provide approximately $100,000, 
OOO to seek some means of securing a return. 
The influence of this latter foree is already 
making itself felt in the bond department of 
the Stock Exchange, where transactions have 
been growing in volume and prices have been 
advancing. 

Last Saturday’s bank statement showed ex- 
traordinary gains in cash and in surplus re- 
serve.

102.60 the previous week. In London, Span- 
ish 4s were extremely irregular, ranging from 
337%,33% to 34, falling to 33% and closing 
at 33 11-16, against 33% last week. In Mad- 
rid the gold premium, after a rise to 90, re- 
ueted to S6@S87, against 86 last week. In 
London, bar silver rose from 26 13-16d. to 
271d. on Spanish purchases. There were 
liberal purchases of gold in London for Rus- 
sian account. 

The foreign exchanges early were weak, but 
en the withholding of bills, the tone at the 
end was firmer, quotations finishing at 4.84

EDITORIAL. 
ONE IN LOVE AND LIABILITY. 


“Resolved, That we would further recom- 
mend the bill making the wife responsible 
with the husband for all household debts.” 

The above is one of the four important and 
sensible resolutions passed by the State Con- 
vention of Retail Butchers at Rochester. 
Commercial dishonesty is not confined to 
business circles, It has invaded the home, 
The cancerous malady planted there has been 
srowing more dangerous for some time. The 
law makes a man and his wife one, but it 
didn’t say which one. The marital law did 
that. Then the civil statutes came along and 
gradually hewed them apart, until they were 
two quite distinct beings. Now it is so that 
when the wife says “What is yours is mine, 
and what is mine is my own,” she about cov- 
the truth. To further assist this dual 
state, the law created the chattel mortgage 
and the bill of sale, with the preferred cred- 
itor conditions in them. The husband is thus 
enabled to use his wife as a chattel conven- 
ience. The first series of fights to overcome 
the anomalies of this schedule to dishonesty 
was to make a woman's property her own, 
and then to make the husband responsible for 
his wife’s debts, as she, for instance, in pur- 
chasing household and necessary supplies, be- 
came his natural agent. That made the hus- 


ers 


band responsible for bills which he once 
claimed were not made by him and were un- 
authorized. That victory gave tradesmen 
temporary relief. But soon the wife, who 


made no money, suddenly became an affluent 
who purchased everything 
with her own funds and became a mysterious 
preferred creditor when her husband was in- 
In simpler words, everything was 
put in her name and faked into her posses- 
sion because the law conveniently said that 
the wife’s property her own and not 
liable for the debts of her husband. Now the 
State Convention of the Retail Butchers, held 
at Rochester last week, very justly says that 
she is a joint partner in the home; she is a 
joint beneficiary in the things which involve 
her husband in debt there—in the great ma- 
jority of cases she is directly responsible for 
those debts—then let her be also liable with 
him for those debts, and thus complete the 
whole responsibility for the full amount in- 
volved.

It will purify the tainted 
commercial honor of many homes; it will 
make less reckless the extravagant reckless- 
ness of the housewife by making her feel her 
joint liability for her act.

to know the legal status of every purchase 
which leaves his shop, and will cause him less 
anxiety from the fear of some day seeing his 
honorable transaction wrapped up in a pre-

FEARFUL DESTRUCTION OF SHEEP. 


The terrible drought in Australia, which 
still rattles in the famished throats of the 
perishing sheep, has carried off millions of 
the flocks of that country. Queensland and 
western New South Wales suffered the most. 
Sven where the long Darling River and its 
tributaries water the country the prolonged 
heat has turned the warm country into a vast 
arid waste. On some ranches (stations) as 
many as 60,000 dead sheep lay scattered over 
the big paddocks of the runs. There is no 
food. If grass stood there it would be dry 
and dead. Vast armies of men are tenting 
through the straggling forests cutting down 
the branches of the wild apple tree, the oak 
and other trees which can be eaten. Other 
armies of men follow the dying for their 
pelts. When the sheep is too long dead to 
skin the wool is plucked from the carcass for 
2 cents per pound. So large a number have 
died and so poor and unfit for market are 
millions of those left that the European mar- 
ket will call upon the North or South Amer- 
ican supply. Under pressure of this kind the 
mutton market will not only remain steady, 
but is likely to go up. 





GHOSTS OF FRANKFURTERS. 


Horrible ghosts of frankfurters and savory 
imported bolognas! After practically expell- 
ing the American cow and the “Yankee pig” 
from the German market and lambasting the 
American products because of alleged adul- 
terations and impurities, it now turns out 
that the Fatherland is committing the sins 
charged to us. One might reasonably ask if 
the war against American products was not 
really a trade ruse to keep the market at 
home for home fraude? The municipal regu- 
lations of Berlin require that foods shall be 
scientifically examined. Under this ironclad 
rule 202 samples of edibles and drinkables 
were examined in one month. Of these 57 
were prohibited as being legally impure. 
Among the 57 fraudulent articles declared 
unfit for human use were milk, butter, lard, 
flour, fresh eggs, sweet oil, lemon oil, choco- 
late, green tea, “medicinal” Hungarian 
wines and denaturalized alcohol. Butter 
frauds were the largest proportionate num- 
ber. Of 25 butter samples, 12 were butter 
compounds, two were margarine pure and 
simple, and two beat the experts. The 12 
butter mixtures contained from 25 to 75 per 
eent. of margarine. Among the 1,500 stores 
of the milk control, 89 cases of adulteration 
were discovered. 

The next thing we expect to hear of is that 
the walking element of the old green cheeses 
will put on uniforms and fight the fresh Am- 
erican article because it hasn’t an aristocratic 
odor, and is too dead to move about on the 
plate at a choice beer lunch. 

The true German butcher knows how to 
cut up a eteer, and the other fellow at home 
can give us lessons in the food faking busi- 





and “sulphurious” letters are 
burning the trading-stamp idea into the 
butcher mind. The marketman got into the 
thing easily, but he has a rocky time getting 
out. In ‘the meantime, his brother butcher 
doesn’t profit by his example, but gently walks 
into the trap with a smile, then sits down 
and cusses the whole scheme out. In the 
meantime, also, the stamp people show their 
opinion of the trade by making the stamp of 
emerald hue. One of the stamp agents said, 
playfully: “Green is the better color for 
these stamps, because it more fitly expresses 
the simplicity of the merchants who dis- 
tribute the stamps and that of the people who 
buy unnecessary supplies in order to get the 
stamps,” 


Lawsuits 


All people are made out of human nature 
and dirt.

The re- 
tailers all over the world seem to be chock 
full of human nature, on which the trading- 
stamp people prey with equal felicity. They 
are now invading England, and the trades- 
men there are bucking even worse than in 
this country. No doubt they have heard 
about them. The British retailer doesn't 
think that the nefarious system ought to be 
allowed to exist. In Bradford the sturdy 
Yorkshiremen are giving them a rough road 
to travel. 





The farmers of St. John, New Brunswick, 
have been struck by the trust wave. They 
are urging in every way the establishment 
of a pork packing industry in their city. 
Heretofore the farmers said, “We produce: 
you manufacture, and you mustn't combine 
on us.” Now they see the advantage of not 
“hoeing your own row,” but of getting to- 
gether; so they are combining for their mu- 
tual benefit. We have never looked upon the 
giant in the picture trying to break a bundle 
of sticks with his knee without thinking that 
those sticks did a good thing by getting to- 
gether into the combine. If the small men 
all over the country would get bigger by get- 
ting together more and closer they would be 
seen easier and felt oftener.

TRADING STAMP’S CONFESSION. 

The judicial fist of "Squire Fitzpatrick, in 
Wheeling, W. Va., Friday of last week, gave 
the trading-stamp people a black eye in the 
case of Wenzel Bros., who were sued in his 
court by the Mutual Benefit Supply Company 
for breach of contract in refusing to take 
their stamps. Wenzel Bros. are butchers in 
Wheeling. They signed a contract to hand 
out stamps for a year. The game didn’t pay 
them, and they threw up the contract. Suit 
followed for $300 to cover the damages or 
losses to the company by this act of the firm 
of butchers. In other words, it is another 
way of saying that Wenzel Bros. would have 
given $300 to somebody else for the privilege 
of selling meat, and the profits on the flesh 
in these high war times will not admit of 
such generosity to the stamp company. Le- 
gally—in cold law—they were bound, but a 
warm-hearted senseful jury said the boys 
only owed the company $1. Now it is in 
order for Wenzel Bros. to extend the glad- 
hand to that square-headed jury and some 
sort of foot to the hungry supply company 
who sells little specs of paper with pictur- 
esque visions. The butcher boys will likely 
use their hind sights a bit now. 





GOVERNMENT MILITARY CATS. 

Forget the naughtiness of your cats and 
remember the Maine. When in the stilly 
hush of the night you hear a scurrying in the 
kitchen and a crash falls upon your ears 
imagine it is a Spaniard being blown up in- 
stead of the dishes falling down. The do- 
mestic feline is doing excellent duty keeping 
the mouse from the bottom of the ship and 
from nibbling the baby’s toes, and from eat- 
ing up pension documents or dragging valua- 
ble treaties into a hole for a litter bed. Uncle 
Sam knows all these things, hence the fol- 
lowing item in bids called for Government 
supplies to be opened at the Army Building, 
Whitehall street, to-day, at 11 o’clock a. m.:

Fresh Beef—Sound and suitable for feeding 
cats, bone to be excluded, to be delivered 
at the contractor's place of business, on such 
days as may be designated and in such quan- 
tities, not exceeding seven pounds per week, 
as may be required. 


UNLAWFUL LICENSES IN DENVER. 


William Walsh is a long-headed butcher at 
Denver, Col., who knows a line or two about 
law. He declined to pay the new special 
license tax of $50 required of butchers. That 
is, he paid it under protest and then sued for 
it. The District Court sustained the Police 
Board, but the Court of Appeals upset them 
and decided that the Board had no legal 
right +o impose that extra tax. In deciding 
the point, Judge Wilson said that the ordi- 
nance under which licenses were charged for 
conflicted with the principles of honest munic- 
ipal government, inasmuch as it gave the 
Health Commissioner full power to grant or 
refuse licenses and required no reason for 
his action, thus virtually putting legitimate 
business men under the caprice or whim of 
one individual. The decision seems to have 
been rendered on the old ordinance and not 
upon the new, but as the broad principles of 
law apply equally to both, a suit under the 
new ordinance must eventually produce a like

FISY SAUSAGES. 

A new way to produce an excellent fish food 
said to have recently been patented by . Miss 
Catharine Schoenau, of Hamburg, who has 
produced a fish sausage, which tastes well, is 
exceedingly cheap and should become very 
popular. Her method consists in the prepar- 
ing of a gelatinous broth, with which the 
shredded fish meat is thoroughly saturated. 
The broth is made of fish and beef bones, and 
spiced to suit any taste. The fish meat is 
then filled in casing, like any other sausage, 
and smoked twice, first after the hot, then 
after the cold process. After being smoked 
the sausage will keep indefinitely, without los- 
ing its delicate flavor of smoked fish. 


SUIT FOR BREACH OF CONTRACT. 
Samuel Sindheimer, Michael Hano and 
Leopold Oppenheimer, grocers and butchers, 
trading under the firm name of M. Hano & 
Co., yesterday brought suit against John N. 
Swank to recover $3,000 damages for breach 
of contract. In the plaintiff’s declaration it 
is stated that Swank contracted with the firm 
to furnish the butchers with 4,000 pounds of 
lamb at.a stated price. About 1,600 pounds 
were furnished as agreed, but the remainder 
of the contract was never fulfilled. Mr. Leon

EGGS SHIPPED 13,000 MILES AND FRESH. 

Australian eggs are now shipped all the 
way to London, England, and are sold there 
for ‘fresh laid.” These eggs pass across the 
equator and through the Red Sea. The 
steamer takes five to six weeks from the 
island continent. They are laid at one end 
of the earth and sold at the other. These 
eggs are shipped by the Australian poultry 
keepers to'their London cold store, in refrig- 
erated chambers, and sold in London when 
eggs are scarce there, and, hence, very* dear 
then. ‘Thousands of dozens are in ordinary 
cardboard divisioned boxes, which the filled 
with dry pea husks.

SENSIBLE BASIS FOR AN ABATTOIR. 

Certain butchers of Charleston, 8. C., peti- 
tioned the City Council to let them build a 
general city slaughter house or abattoir. In 
their petition they propose: 

A. To build and operate their abattoir under 
the control and supervision of the City Coun- 
cil of Charleston and subject to such rules 
and suitable abattoir, with cold storage and 
City Council through its ordinances, 

B. To furnish a convenient, commodious 
and suitable abattoir, wit heold storage and 
stock yards attached, the same to be fitted 
with all modern improvements and to cost 
not less than forty thousand dollars. 


C. To furnish accommodations for all butch- 
ers gratis, allowing them to kill and dress 
their own cattle and making no charge for 
the mere use of the said slaughter house, save 
and except that they shall be allowed to keep 
the blood and offal, or that portion of the 
slaughtered cattle which the butchers 
throw away (but which the petitioners pro- 
pose to utilize). 

DD. That they the use of 
their cold storage reasonable rate 
to be agreed upon and inserted in such ordi- 
nances as shall be passed by City Council,

E. That they will have expert butchers on 
hand at all times to kill and dress the cattle 
of such parties as prefer to have their work 
by

F. That said abattoir is to be built on the 
banks of the Cooper River, within the limits 
of the city, and convenient for all butchers, 
but at a point not dangerous to the health or 
offensive to the comfort of the citizens of 
Charleston. 

After thoroughly investigating the whole 
question, pro and con, the following report 
made and referrred, last week, to the 
Committee on Ways and Means for a report 
to the next meeting: 

To the Honorable Mayor and Aldermen of 
the City Council of Charleston—Gentlemen: 
Relative to petition of certain butchers, re- 
ferred to us by your honorable body, to in- 
vestigate and report upon the same, we beg 
to say we have given the matter due consid- 
eration, and after a careful investigation, at 
which representatives of the parties opposed 
to the granting of said petition, and of those 
advocating the same, were allowed a patient 
and careful hearing, we would report the fol- 
lowing findings and recommendations: 

1. We find that the appointment of an in- 
spector of meats is absolutely essential and
